today to avoid civil war by every 
Possible means and to co-operate 
in building a free and prosperous 
China. . 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's 
central government and Mao Tze- 
Tung’s Communist regime issued a 
joint communique after 45 days of 
negotiations here.

PRINCE RUPERT, B.C. Oct 
11—(CP)—What was possibly the 
most expensive flight ever made 


in the history of aviation was 
flown last Aug., 23 by a Prince

The money as in revalued Chin- 
ese dollars—$866,000,000 worth— 
was being sent from the US 
mint to Chungking, the Chinese 
capital 

“Kind of spendthrift Don't 
you think?” Capt. Mah wrote to 
his brother Earl, a Prince Rupert 
businessman. Then he added “our 
craft was a Curtis Commando, the 
largest twin engined transport in 
| the world. We traded $866,000,000 

Chinese for a $300,000,000 aircraft 
and our lives, a fair price.” 

The letter indicated there is 

little chance of ever recovering 

the money.

‘Dock Workers 
In UK. Strike: 


Paralyze Ports.

LONDON, Oct. 11 — (BUP) — 
Fifteen hundred more dock work- 
ers along the Thames river struck 
today, paralyzing the Pert of 
London area—largest in Britain 
from the capital itself to the estu- 
ary town of Tilsbury. 

As the strikes already threaten to 
force a reduction in Britain's food 
rations, troops were moved into a 
third dock area to unlord perish- 
able foods. 

Advance companies of 1,500 Pion- 
eer corpsmen—Britain’s army work 
corps—and Royal Engineers arrived 
at Merseyside docks, Liverpool. The 
troops were to unload food ships 
| tied up at the eight mile Merseyside 
docks. 


DAIRY FOODS, FISH 

Yesterday troops began unload- 

ing a cargo of butter, cheesé¢ and 
other perishable goods from the 
Danish motor-ship Rota, in the Hull 
docks. Soldiers also were put to 
work unloading fish from incom- 
ing trawlers at Grimsby, England's 
largest fishing port. 

The new strike at five Thames- 
side wharfs boosted the number 
of stevedores and other dock 
workers idie throughout Britain 
to 40,000—one-third of all dock 
workers in the country. 
Complete suspension of work in 

the London-Thames port area ap- 
peared at hand. Many workers at 
the West India dock walked out 
this morning and it generally was 
predicted that the entire dock 


| would be struck by nightfall.

LUENEBURG, Oct, 11—(BUP) 
Franz Hoessler, former Nazi 
chief at the Oswiecim concentration 
camp, testified today that he saved

Hoessler, 39, was the fourth of 
45 defendants being tried by a 
British military court to testify in 
his own defence, With his tooth- 
brush mustache he looked some- 
thing like Adolf Hitler,

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A Good Appointment 


Appointment by the city commissioners 
of Mr. W. I. McFarland to succeed Mr. 
Robert G. Watson as power superintendent 
is a step in the right direction. The new 
incumbent has had a long connection with 
the city power department and with the 
street railway department as an electrical 
engineer and as assistant superintendent, 
and the appointment is in the form of a 
well merited promotion. 

Mr. McFarland also brings to the new 
post an enviable record in his profession. 
An outstanding graduate in electrical ens 
gineering from the University of Alberta, 
he spent some time after graduation with 
the Canadian Westinghouse plant at Ham- 
ilton, Ontario, taking there an apprentice- 
ship course which gave him practical exper- 
ience to add to the theoretical knowledge 
which had already made him distinguished 
in his chosen field. 

From Westinghouse he went as an 
assistant electrical engineer on the Beau- 
harnois Power project, the outstunding 
electrical project in Canada to date, After 
this work closed down Mr. McFarland came 
to Edmonton and in July, 1936, was ap- 
pointed an electrical engineer in the city’s 
light and power department. In the fol- 
lowing year, at the request of Mr. Watson 
whom he now succeeds, he was transferred 
to the power department. During the time 
he was with the power plant all the latest 
additions and improvements to the plant 
were made, and during the installation and 
operation of this plant his work was of 
such a nature as to draw commendations 
on all sides. He remained with the power 
plant until December of last year when the 
City Commissioners transferred him to the 
street railway department as electrical 
engineer and assistant superintendent at 
a time when the trolley bus system was 
being installed and enlarged. In this work 
also Mr. McFarland justified the faith of 
the commissioners in his ability and integ:

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The Public Are Willing 

Old Age pensions got attention again 
in the House of Commons on Tuesday 
evening during private member's hour. As 
in the previous debate, no one seems 
have taken the responsibility of saying 
that the present pension allowances ar 
large enough or that the qualifying age is 
not too high, 

That of course leaves the present pen- 
810N arrangement without attempted de- 
fence. The plain admission of silence is 
that the allowances should be larger and 
the pension age lower. 

Then why are these changes not made” 
The answer is fairly apparent from the 
tenor of both debates. The members in the 
majority are afraid the public would dis- 
approve. Mr. Maybank, Liberal member 
for a Winnipeg seat, stated it directly; pen- 
sions of $50 a month for every person 
from 60 years up would cost 800 million 
dollars per year—and “people will not con- 
tinue to pay the high taxes they have been 
paying”. 

This, however, overlooks one very im- 
portant point. A good deal of the 800 
millions paid out would be handed back 
by those who received the money. Income 
taxation would take care of that. Some 
would have to pay back al! they received; 
others would pay back sums depending 
on how much their tota! incomes amounted 
to, Only those could keep the pension al- 
lowances whose tota! incomes fell within 
the exemption limits 

The Children’s Allowance pian illus- 
trates the point. All parents whose chil- 
dren are in the qualifying ages are en- 
titled to apply for the allowances. But those 
having incomes of $250 per month or mor¢ 
do not keep the money 


The universal pension arrangement 
would work the same way, The S00 
million figure is a bogey. The net cost of

Full Production Needed 


People throughout the western proy 
inces had good cause for a feeling of relief 
when they learned that the Union officials 
had directed the coal miners to ZO back to 
work. They will have even better cause 
when it is reported that the last of the men 
have gone back. They quit the mines by 
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independent action in the different fields, 
and may resume work in the same way. 

This is not a time of vear when the 
householder can view an empty coal bin 
with complacency, and only restoration of 
full production will allay consumer un- 
easiness. No large reserve stocks of coal 
have been accumulated during the summer, 
and it will take some time to make up for 
the two-week “holiday”, 

It is to be hoped that the extra meat 
allowance granted will prove to be some- 
thing more than barely acceptable to the 
miners; enough to not merely enable them 
to carry on but to put plenty of energy 
into getting out coal. We have had two 
mild winters in succession and this. one 
may be different, Full scale production is 
needed for safety,

The American consulate in Ed- 
monton is doing a bustling busi- 
ness these days. Hundreds of 
Canadian girls, who were married 
to U. S. servicemen here, are 
seeking permission to cross the 
border to join their husbands who 
have already returned to their 
own country. Others are frantical- 
ly trying to get their papers in 
order so they may accompany 
their homeward-bound mates.
